’ FOR IRISH 


SETTLEMENT 


——. 


Concerning the Irish settlement, the 
“now-it-can-be-told” stage has arriv- 
ed, and will no doubt continue for 
some time. There will be many to 
claim credit for setting the machin- 
ery in motion that has led to the pro- 
posals now before the British Parlia- 
ment and the Dail Eireann, and the 
first in the field is naturally enough 
an American, Martin H. Glynn, form 
erly Governor of New York State, and 
long known as a leading Irish-Ameri- 
can of less virulent type than Judge 
Cohalan and John Devoy. Mr. Giynn 
it is said, has frequently been im- 
portuned to give his story of the in- 
side negotiations, but has refused. He 
appears to have yielded, however, to 
the blandishments of a special corre- 
spondent of the Boston Transcript, 
chiefly on the ground that the English 
correspondents of this paper and the 
Philadelphia Ledger had much to do 
with bringing about a settlement, or 
at least of clearing the ground for a 
settlement. 


Begins in Rome 

Mr. Glynn’s story begins with a 
meeting in Rome last March of him- 
self, Archbishop Mannix, of Austraila, 
and Archbishop Hayes, of New York. 
The Irish question was frequently dis- 
cussed among them, and the result 
was that they agreed upon what they 
considered would be a settlement sat- 
isfactory to both the Sinn Feiners and 
the British Government. Glynn then 
went to London, where he was joined 
later by Archbishop Mannix. Later 
on he met Carl Ackerman at a club, 
Mr. Ackerman being at that time the 
head, of the Transcript-Ledger Lon- 
don offices, and a Quaker always anx- 
ious to do Away with violence. Glynn 
and the Archbishop told Ackerman 
that if they could have a talk with 
Lloyd George they believed a settle- 
ment might be reached. Ackerman, a 
friend of Sir Philip Kerr’s, the Prime 
Minister’s private secretary, under- 
took to use his offices for a meeting. 


Lloyd George’s Offer 


Kerr took the matter up with Lloyd 
George and some other members of 
the Cabinet. The Prime Minister de 
cided that he would meet no deputa- 
tion, but would receive a snokesman. 
Eventually he said he would like to 
talk matters over with Glynn. Prev- 
ious to the interview a luncheon was 
arranged, at which Glynn, Sir Phillip 
Gibbs, Kerr and Gardiner and Blum- 
enthal, London editors, were present 
and discussed the prospects of peace 
giving their blessings to the proposals 
Glynn had to make. The ex-Govern- 
or says that he was greatly impressed 
by Lloyd George, who soon convinced 
him of his absolute sincerity and his 
particular feeling for the Irish. He 
said that the greatest desire of his 
life was to sien a peace with Ireland 
with the same pen that he used to 
sign the Versailles Treaty. ~Finally 
he told Glynn that he would go far- 
ther with him than he had ever cone 
before, and as far as ever he could go 
He sugretted that de Valera come to 
London for a conference. 


Message to de Valera 
This offer he extended without 
making conditions or promises. He 
thoucht that Glynn ought to make the 


offer public, but Glynn thought it 
ought to be left for de Valera to take

So Stuart 
left armed with a letter from Glynn, 
certifying that the bearer had an im- 
portant message for de Valera. At 
that time de Valera was in hiding, 
with the police looking for him. Stu- 
art left the letter at Sinn Fein head- 
quarters, and was told to return later 
for an answer. 


De Valera in Disguise 


The utmost precaution was taken 
to protect de Valera when the mee*- 
ing had been arranged. Stuart was 
sent to a certain spot, where he was 
put into a cab, which then began a 
mysterious and circuitous drive, Stu- 
art being blindfolded. When the cab 
stopped the correspondent was in a 
part of the city which he had never 
seen. He entered a court and was ad- 
mitted to a building, and finally con- 
ducted to a room. Here he was left 
alone. Suddenly a panel in the wali 
was thrust aside and an old man ap- 
peared. It was de Valera, so per- 
fectly disguised that he deceived Stu- 
art, who knew him well, and also the 
police, who had looked for him in vain 
as he hobbled about the streets. De 
Valera said that the offer was the 
best that had ever been made, but he 
doubted the sincerity of Lloyd George 
and thought that he should have pub-} 
licly announced the fact of the invita- 
tion. So he made the announcement 
himself, and it was immediately con- 
firmed. The meeting took place, and| 
ngthing was left but to reconcile the j 
dfferences that had existed for sev- 
eral hundred years. 


A Mammoth Hotel For 
Jasper Park 


An Edmonton despatch says: Wher 
the commodious hotel costing in the 
neighborhood of a quarter of a mil- 


lion dollars is erected in Jasper park 
conforming to the rugged and rustic 
splendor of the mountain resort, there 
will be created a new interest in that 
great national playground, according 
to the sponsers of the scheme, who are 
A. Shaw, of Ottawa, and George Wal- 
ker, of Toronto. It will be the central 
point for many excursions into the 
remote parts of the national reserve 
that has scenery of marvellous wa- 
terfalls, amethyst lakes and gigantic 
peaks, 

Travellers and tourists in the future 
will travel through the heart of the 
mountain district by a chain of 
sabins that will extend from Jasper to 
Banff is one prediction, and in the in- 
terim before the aeroplane carries its 
passengers through the heart of the 
slopes of the Rockies the mode of 
travel will be by pack train. At pre- 
sent a number of commodious cabins 
are to be built on the trail south to 
Maligne canyon as a supplementary 
branch line to the beautiful chateau 
at Jasper which will be the radiating 
centre for many wonderful jaunts 
through this mountain paradise. A\I- 
ready Banff has constructed a num- 
of cabins that are near the nor 
thern limit of the park, and a small 
intervening stretch between the two 
parks will be connected with a trail, 
and cabins will be built, making it 
vossible for direct travel through the 
heart of the Rockies to Banff and 
Jasper. 

Material for the construction of the 
Jasper hotel is daily arriving, and it 
is hoped that the hotel will be open 
some time én the spring ready for an 
invasion of tourists to the number of 
ten thousand, it is estimated.

A Loss to Demagogues 


Mr. Owen suggests that if no pro 
posal is brought forward for a set- 
‘lement upon Princess Mary, some 
demagocues will be deprived of the 
cpportunity of making haraneues con- 
cerning the impropriety of givine-any 
of the people’s money to fatten Roy- 
alty. The truth is that none of the 
people’s money is spent for that pur- 
pose, and that the British Royal fam- 
ilv is a profitable investment for the 
British people. Instead of the people 
civing them money, they give the peo- 
vle money and lighten the taxpayers’ 
burden to the extent of millions of 
dollars. The money for Royal re- 
quirements comes from what is known 
as the Consolidated Fund, ‘which is 
under the control of the National 
Treasury. Into this fund all the rev- 
enues of Crown lands are paid ac 
cording to an arrangement made by 
George V. and his immediate prede- 
cessors. Formerly the revenues of 
the Crown lands were insufficient to 
meet the expenses of the monarch, 
who had to go before Parliament ev- 
ery now and then for a grant, a pro- 
ceeding that was no more agreeable 
to the monarch than to Parliament. 

Good for the State 

When Victoria came to the throne 
she surrendered to the State for the 
term of her life and reign all the 
revenues of the Crown property 
which were hers by inheritance, in 
return for an allowance from the Con- 
solidated Fund, She was granted a

An article in Brassey's Naval An- 
nual for 1921-22 deals at length with 
the future of submarine  war- 
fare. It has intimate relation to the 
British proposition, put before the 
Washington Conference, that  sub- 
marines -be entirely eliminated from 
naval strength, and forbidden by gen 
eral agreement among the nations.

These are impressive figures, and re- 
veal the submarine as easily the most 
deadly of sea-weapons, if it is used 
regardless of legal or moral considera- 
tions. As submarines can now be 
built to have a radius of 20,00 miles 
of action, and stay out from base for 
six months, it is manifest that in an 
ypen sea contest, any remote part of 
the Pacifie or Atlantic micht be in- 
fested with enemy submarines. The 
ability of the British Admiralty to 
deal with German submarines came 
largely from the lateness of the big- 
scale utilization of them, and the nee- 
they were under of almost 
ng the threshold of Britain on 
the way in and out.

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Is Canada to Bar The Door? | 


Labor icacers and the 
Press want immigration 
Lobbyists have been busy at Ut 
tawa for sume time picturing ve- 


fore members the fearful results in 


unemployment that wouvid likely 
follow if Canada does not bar the 
door to immigration. The unem- 
ployment situation is not a new 


problem. ¥ Winnipeg and Canada 
ave been dealing with it annually 
for the past twenty years. Any ex- 
cess in unemployment at the present 
time is due to the fact that the pub- 
lic stopped buying goods made dear 
by too a@ cost of production, in 
which tabee figures largely. There 
is abundance of work in Canada and 
there will be plenty for everybody 
to do — immigrants and all — for 
years to come, The present dif- 
fieulty is that capital will »e* eam: 
ble on the present hich cost of pro- 
duction. hersfore it is not the 
scarcity of work that is cansing the 
trouble but the scarcity of canital. 

The propaganda that Lahor leod- 
ers have been spreading in the Labor 
Press is of an entirely selfish and 
class distinction, The phase of the 
immigration question considered by 
them, is how will immicration affect 
Labor sunply. or to be more con- 
crete, how will it affect wages? 
Labor leaders speak of possible im- 
migration aggregates that will 
likely flood Canada, but they never 
eliminate the 30 to 40 per cent. of 
women, schoo! children, and under, 
included in immigration totals, that 
do not enter the labor market. Sta- 
tistics show that of every twenty 
male immigrants over 21 years of 
age, the average is about three skill- 
ed laborers, ten unskilled workers, 
and the other seven of professiona! 
and miscellaneous occupations. What 
would Canada have done in pre-war 
years without immigration? Where 
will Canada be if the resolution now 
before the Ottawa House “that all 
immigration be suspended until a 
normal condition of affairs is estab- 
lished,” is considered. There is a 
general impression that the only 
immigrants Canada needs, are those 
going directly on the farms. That 
is true, but will the immierant com- 
ing to~Canada go directly to the 
farm? Mr. W. S. Bennett, member 
of the United States Immicration 
Commission, who worked two and 
a half years investicatine the aves- 
tion of immigration abroad, chal- 
lenges any statement that the cities 
are the wrong place for the immi- 
grant, so far as the immigrant is 
concerned. 

Mr. Bennett goes on to say that 
the Immicration Commission found 
the fact to be that 98 per cent. of 
the immierants in a general way. 
and sometimes very specifically. 
know what © ovment they are oo- 
ing into before they leave their 
homes, their wives and other de- 
pendents. The reason why the im- 
mierant goes to the cities, Mr, Ben- 
nett explains, is that he has a better 
chance to earn a little ready monev 
and that there re also onnorteni- 
ties for him. if he is of a foreioen 


tongue, to talk to men of his own 
people, who speak his language, 
which is most essential durin the 


time that he is learning the Fre 
lish laneuage and the loca! situa- 
tion. “If the opportunities on the

Labor;try of desirable immigration into 
stopped | Canada. 


A conatructive nolicy of 
selective Immioration fa naadad and 
{t is rn to Canada ta aatablish a con- 
structive policy based on a careful 
examination of conditions here and 
abroad to the end that it mav safe- 
guard our interests and promote the 
weneral welfare, regardless of any 
one class, 

Canad needs new peonle. needa 
them badly, on the farms and in all 
lines of indvstrial activity where it 
is now almost impossible to get men 
to do the great amount of necessary 
tough labor to keen indystry mov- 
ing. Certainly, there are nennte 
who should not be nermitted to come 
into the country, because in the very 
nature of things their admittance 
means conflict and radical social 
disturbance in our midst. Canada 
already has its share of this class. 

Canada is not the congested conn- 
trv that Labor leaders would have 
peonle think. Canada covers an area 
of 3,603,910 square miles. Now let 
us deduct one-third, or say 1,200,- 
000 square miles of what might be 
classed at present, as undesirable eo 
unproductive areas. This leave. 
basis of approximately two and a 
half million square miles. Canada 
could absorb the entire ponulation 
of the British Isles (England, Scot- 
land and Ireland) and then have 350 
less people to the square mile than 
now exists in the Old Land. Plac- 
ing our the population at 10,- 
000,000, that means an averare of 4 
eople per square mile in Canada. 
f this two-thirds of Canada were 
as densely populated as France, we 
would have a population of annroxi- 
mately 482,500,000 peonle and vet 
France is not a densely pon lated 
country It has substantially a 
thrifty, farming population; it has 
forests and large unoccupied areas. 
If this two-thirds of Canada were 
as thickly settled as the United 
Kingdom, we would have a popula- 
tion of over 65.000.000 neonle Tak- 
ing Canada’s greatest immieration 
year (1913) as a basis for compu- 
tation, it would take over 250 vears 
for this country to become as thick- 
ly settled as even the United States 
—not counting the natural increase. 

We don’t have to go abroad for 
comparisons. Let us take the pro- 
vinces of Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia. If the four Western 
nrovinces were as thickly settled as 
these two Eastern provinces, we 
would have a population West of 
the Great Lakes of over 27,000.000 
people and to settle this many peo- 
ple it would take above 135 vears 
with as great an influx as we had 
to the West during the banner vears 
of 1911, 1912, 1913 and 1914 — 
not even taking into account the 
natural increase. Here is the situa- 
tion in so far as Western Canada is 
concerned. Sveaking in round num- 
bers, Manitoba has but six peonle 
to every square mile, Saskatchewan, 
two to the square mile, Alberta less 
than two, and British Columbia prac- 
tically only one to the square mile. 
Giving every possible allowance for 
waste land and reducing our square 
mileage down to productive areas 
the very suggestion that immigra- 
tion should be curtailed in any re- 
strictive canacity at all, permits of 
no hasis for argument. 

The population per square mile 
for Great Britain and Treland is 374. 
The population of France taken by 
the census of 1913, gave 40,412,220 
or a population of 193 persons to 
the square mile. In 1912 the nonu- 
lation of Belgium was 7.510.418 and 
the nonulation per square mile was 
658 persons. The ponulation of the 
German FEmnire in Europe in 1911 
was 60.100.000 or a population of 
311 to the cavare mile

‘Tips for New Curlers and Some Old 


It is a matter for green curlers to 
know, skips and thirds are the only 
ones allowed in the rings or behind 
them while the end is being played. : 
After sweeping to the rings, leads and 
seconds are supposed to retire to one 
side well up towards the hog line. 
It wouldn’t do any harm to be on the 
other side, as you are expected to be 
in bonspiels. 

One sweeper at least should follow 


| the played rock from the farther hog 


line to the 
sweeping. 


rings in case it needs 
Rocks need it occasionally 
Sweeping is 
half the game, truly it brings a slow 
rock and keeps them from curling too 
much. Simply brushing lazily befor? 
a rock is not sweeping, it needs r 
polishing. That’s where the exercise 
comes in. A poor sweéper rarely gets 
on a bonspiel rink. Think it over. 
Dashing from one side of the rink to 
the other to take up your position to 


sweep just as the player is about to 
deliver a rock is “deuced bad form 
don't you know.” 


One sweeper who sweeps hard is 
more use than two who just tickle the 
Take your rocks turn about and 
sweep hard when called on. Team- 
work counts in curling and as before 
stated, sweeping half the game. 
That’s no exaggeration. 

Keep out of the rines 
behind them unless you are 
third player. 

It’s etiouctte for the opposing skin 
and third man to lift their broome off 
the ice while their opponent is shoot 
ing, It’s still possible in this day 
of prohibition for the player 
more than one broom. 

It is not the thing to do your prac? 
tising immediately before you play 
your game.” In any event be sure tha* 
you do not practise on the sheet of 
ice upon which you are drawn to 
play. Green curlers might note this 
tip. It’s one of the unwritten rules 
of curling,
